The petitions of the gas com- 
anies, both of which are con- 
..olled by Arthur Ayres, New- 
castle capitalist, were filed sev- 
eral months ago with the com/- 
mision. 
The remonstrance presented 


to the council last night con- 
demns the petition for higher 
rates in the face of the current 
depression. It sets out that the 
present rate has given sufficient 
return to build up the compan- 
ies to their present standards of 
efficiency and should be con- 
tinued. 
It is also maintained in the 


remonstrance that granting of 
the rate increases would cause 
many patrons to discontinue the 
use of gas, resulting in incon- 
venience to consumers and to 
loss in revenue to the gas com- 
panies. 
The Central Fuel company 


was purchased by the Ayres in- 
terests -some time after the 
Rushville concern was bought. 
The rate increase petitions fol- 
lowed the purchase of the Cen- 
tral company only a few weeks.

It was 
said by one tomato canner (in 
he county that the canners pur- 
chased practically everything hi 
Rush" county incident to this 
rear's pack except the empty 
cans, and the farmers also pur- 
chased large amounts of ferti- 
lizer, etc., in Rush county in or- 
der to raise their crops. 


The tomato canneries hi the 


county are the Rush County 
Packing company at Glenwood, 
the DeSchipper plant at Carth- 
age, the Arlington canning com- 
pany and the Rushville Canning 
Association northeast of this 
city. Each of these packing con- 
cerns canned from 20 to over 30 
carloads of tomatoes this sum- 
mer per plant and the Glenwood 
factory also produced six car- 
loads of pulp for catsup. 


Over one hundred carloads of 


tomatoes were put in Rush coun- 
ty canneries this year-and the 
plants at Straughn, Matamora 
Knightstown, Gwynneville, Mor- 
ristown, Blue Ridge, Waldron 
and Dunreith also had contracts 
with a vast number of Rush 
county tomato growers. It was 
estimated that the county pro- 
duced approximately 132 car- 
loads of tomatoes. 


It was also figured that the 


tonnage of these tomatoes woule 
be close to 7,000 tons and with 
the average price paid to the lo- 
cal grower being $14 per ton, the 
total amount of money paid to 
these growers alone would 
nearly $100,000. 


The average yield over the 


county was 7 tons per acre al 
though several farmers reported 
yields of 15. A farmer near New 
Salem delivered 100 ions of to 
matos off 6 arces and anothe 
Noble township man also got ov 
er 16 tons per acre. 


Although the state tomatc 


crop was listed at 10 percent be 
low normal, Rush county's yielc 
is well above the average. This is 
ail the more pleasing as Indiana 
tomatoes draw a premium of ten 
cents on the dozen over any qth 
er tomatoes in the wholesal 
markets.

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NEW PROBLEM ARISES. 


An opportunity for some missionary work here 


in RushvlUe, presented itself to the City CouncU 
Tuesday night, when the problem arose as to 
what disposition is to be made k of the drifters 
that come into Rushville to remain over night. 


One night this week Chief of Police Crull told 


the council that he had five transients to care for 
during the night. These men, many of them well 
dressed, and victims of circumstances over which 
they have no control, appealed to police during 
the night, for shelter and food. 


There is no provision made by which these ap- 


plicants can be lodged in jail and given their 
breakfast. The city is without a Salvation Army 
headquarters, and there is no place available, ex- 
cept in the police station and council chamber. 


For various reasons it is unwise to permit these 


men to sleep in the council room. ' The city does 
not have any fund from which appropriations 
can be made to provide bed and breakfast, and 
the councilmen will entertain any suggestion or 
plan for providing relief. 


It is a human act of kindness to take care of 


these people and to prevent any suffering. Last 
night during the meeting of the city council, two 
such transients were waiting in the police sta- 
tion, appealing for shelter for the night. 


The police would much rather have these men 


taken care of, than to be turned loose upon the 
streets where they would require constant watch- 
ing. And the citizens also would feel much safer 
if these men are under police supervision. 


If any organization wishes to lend a helping 


hand to this problem, Mayor Trabue and the city 
administration will welcome the suggestion. 


DOING IT'S SHARE. 


The Treasury has contracted for $43,000,000 


worth of public buildings since January 1 and 147 
public buildings would be finished, put under 
construction or contracted for during this calen- 


dar year, it has been announced by the Depart- 
ment. 


This statement came in reply to an unknown 


Congressional critic of the administration that it 
was not doing its share toward the relief of un- 
employment. Assistant Secretary Heath said that 
21 buildings' had been completed since January 
1, 77 more were-under construction and 49 others 
would shortly be contracted for or on the market 
for bids. Those under construction mean an out- 
lay of $100,000,000 he said. 


The cost of the buildings for which the sixty- 


six contracts have been Jet this year was placed 
at $43,000,000 and the additional contracts will 
add $30,000,000 before the end of "the year and 
with those contracted for before last Jan. 1 will 
total well above $100,000,000.
